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CONCORDIA 10th ANNIVERSARY DISTINGUISHED TEACHING AWARDS 


Montreal, July 2, 1985 -- Downtown residents Elaine B. Newman and 
Raye Kass were among 14 distinguished academics who were honored 
recently by Concordia University for outstanding contributions they have 


made to teaching and learning during the institution's first decade. 


The John W. O'Brien Tenth Anniversary Distinguished Teaching Awards 


(named after Concordia's first Rector and Vice-Chancellor) were presented 
during the University's Spring Convocation ceremonies -- held between June 
13 and 20. 


The teaching awards program is the culmination of year-long series of 
events marking the 10th Anniversary of the founding of Concordia University 


through the merger of Sir George Williams University and Loyola College. 


Dr. Elaine B. Newman, Professor in the Department of Biology, was 
instrumental in the founding of the Science College and was its Principal 
from 1979 to 1984. Her concept of science education is characterized by the 
development of a broad scientific culture rather than simply technical 
expertise. She stresses exposing science students to early and continuous 
involvement in research activity, and advocates creating a functioning 
scientific community in which students in differing disciplines interact 


frequently with one another and with faculty members outside the classroom. 


Dr. Raye Kass, Associate Professor in the Department of Applied Social 
Science, is noted for her passion for her subject and for her students. She was 
instrumental in initiating practicum experiences for her counselling students 
and has involved students from her group work course as interns in the 
training programs she conducts. Professor Kass provides close supervision 
within and outside the classroom. Her commitment to providing students with 
an aptitude for life-long learning combined with her dedication to stress 
rigourous explanation of knowledge in the classroom makes her a truly 


outstanding teacher.
